Chicago,  recently  disclosed  results  of  research  on  sigma  phase,  a 
brittle  compound  formed  by  certain  alloying  atoms  in  steel  that  is 
subjected  to  high  temperatures.. 
i  The  rate  and  amount  of  sigma  phase  formed  was  determined  to 

be  influenced  markedly  by  the  amount  of  cold  working  --  such  as  cold 
rolling,  hammering,  and  drawing  --  previously  received  by  the  alloys.

CKICAG-0  --  An  appeal  for  corporate  support  of  privately 

endowed  higher  education  was  voiced  by  Dr,  Henry  T,  Heald,  president 

of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  in  his  annual  report  to  the 

of 
board^ trustees  at  its  annual  meeting  yesterday  (October  11). 

Dr.  Heald  noted  that  "corporations  today  are  spending 
literally  millions  of  dollars  to  demonstrate  that  they  are  operating 
in  the  public  interest." 

"Large  sums  of  money  are  being  poured  into  elaborate  but 
sound  public  relations  programs"  because  "business  and  industrial 
leaders  are  convinced  that  free  enterprise  as  we  know  it  must  be 
'understood  and  appreciated  if  it  is  to  survive." 

Despite  this  trend  and  the  present  examples  of  contributions 
bo  some  worthwhile  civic  health  and  welfare  programs,  "American 
business  to  date  has  seen  its  way  clear  to  support  American  education 
3nly  in  a  limited  sense,"  he  wrote,

Referring  to  the  President's  Commission  on  Higher  Education, 
he  noted  that  its  ultimate  recomme.ndat ion,  "boiled  down  to  its 
essentials,  simply  urged  greater  support  of  education  by  the  federal 
government . " 

"Such  a  solution,"  he  warned,  "is  fraught  with  danger  to  the 
continued  conduct  of  higher  education  in  an  atmosphere  of  freedom, 

"Federal  support  means  federal  control ;  historically,  such 
control  is  perhaps  minute  in  the  beginning,  but  it  usually  is  rapidly 
broadened  and  seldom,  if  ever,  totally  relinquished. 

"Without  private  support,  higher  education  in  the  United 
States  will  be  subjected  to  the  same  dangers  of  regimentation  that 
business  itself  fears  and  is  so  frantically  trying  to  prevent," 

If  American  busii.  -■  nan  justify  to  itself,  and  to  its 
owners,  expenditures  to  explain,  def  nd,  and  promote  the  democratic 
economy  in  which  it  operates  and  prospers;  if  as  a  good  citizen,  it 
legitimately  can  assume  certain  charitable  responsibilities,  why 
should  it  not  go  a  step  further  and  logically  lend  its  financial 
support  to  privately  endowed  high  education,,  he  asked? 

He  urged  American  businesij   3  reconsider  and  re-define  its 
responsibilities  as  a  good  citizen, 

"If  it  wishes  to  preserve  the  system  in  which  it  has 
'lowered,"  Dr.  Heald  suggested,  "its  leaders  should  think  seriously 
about  its  responsibility  to  protect  and  defend  freedom  in  education 
>n  higher  levels.

CHICAGO  —  Recent  discoveries  by  three  scientists  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  are  expected  to  help  improve  the 
performance  of  future  jet  engines. 

These  findings  were  disclosed  this  morning  (October  28)  in 
a  paper  read  before  the  joint  convention  of  the  American  Society  for 
Metals  and  the  American  Institute  of  Mining  and  Metallurgical 
Engineers  in  Philadelphia. 

The  three  investigators  --  Dr.  Otto  Zmeskal,  director  of 
the  department  of  metallurgical  engineering  at  Illinois  Tech;  Dr. 
Pun  Kien  Koh,  formerly  lecturer  of  metallurgy  in  the  Illinois  Tech 
graduate  school  and  now  associate  director  of  research  in  the  tool 
and  die  steel  division  of  the  Allegheny  Ludlum  Steel  Corporation, 
Brackenridge,  Pennsylvania;  and  John  J.  Oilman,  formerly  instructor

in  metallurgy  at  Illinois  Tech,  and  now  a  Campbell  Fellow  at  Columbia 
university  --  worked  with  a  substance  called  "sigma  phase",  a  brittle 
compound  formed  by  certain  alloying  atoms  in  steel  that  is  subjected 

to  high  temperatures. 

I 

The  rate  and  amount  of  sigma  phase  formed  was  determined  to 

be  influenced  markedly  by  the  amount  of  cold  working  —  such  as  cold 
rolling,  hammering,  and  drawing  —  previously  received  by  the  alloys. 
The  more  cold  working,  the  studies  reveal,  the  more  rapid  and  greater 
is  the  formation  of  sigma  phase,  rendering  the  steel  less  durable. 

Jet  engines  depend  greatly  upon  the  ability  of  the  metals 
of  which  they  are  composed  to  stand  up  under  very  high  temperatures. 

Working  in  the  laboratories  of  the  new  Metallurgical  and 
Chemical  Engineering  building  at  Illinois  Tech,  the  investigators  also 
discovered  that  the  presence  of  a  structure  called  delta  ferrite 
increases  measurably  the  formation  of  sigma  phase  and  they  confirmed 
the  extremely  complex  structure  of  delta  ferrite.

"The  poor  reader  is  discouraged  in  work  which  requires 
reading*  He  avoids  the  printed  page  and  tends  to  depend  on  oral 
statements  of  fellow  workers  for  information  which  is  frequently 
distorted  as  it  passes  from  one  person  to  another." 

Industry  should  also  take  an  interest  in  developing  the  rate 
of  reading  speed,  comprehension,  and  vocabulary  of  the  average  or  even 
good  reader,  Speer  declared. 

"The  executive,  whose  judgments  are  based  on  technical 
reports,  summaries  of  business  conditions,  and  similar  information, 
requires  adequate  rate  and  comprehension  to  cover  all  the  material 
which  flows  to  his  desk,  and  his  vocabulary  must  be  sufficient  to 
deal  effectively  with  the  many  ramifications  of  his  business  and  to 
enable  him  to  express  clearly  his  ideas  about  the  business." 

Better  reading  skill  at  all  levels  means  improved  morale, 
increased  efficiency,  and  greater  production  in  any  business  group, 
he  concluded.

The  person  who  reads  no  more  than  250  words  per  minute  is 
almost  certainly  a  victim  of  verbalization  in  silent  reading,  Mrs 
Simpson  said*   This  verbalization  may  occur  at  any  of  three  increas- 
ingly subtle  levels;   (1)  lip  movement;  (2)  throat  movement;  (3) 
internal  auditory  perception. 

Mrs.  Simpson  stated  that  the  adult,  no  matter  how  well  he 
reads,  can  learn  to  read  better.   She  pointed  that  a  group  of  Air 
Forces  officers  recently  improved  their  rate  of  reading  from  250  to 
600  words  per  minute  with  no  loss  in  comprehension  through  a  specia- 
lized training  course  that  was  not  time  consuming. 

■  "Reading  vocabulary,  comprehension,  and  rate  can  be  improved 

through  definite  and  systematic  training,"  she  declared.   "Increased 
reading  efficiency  means  increased  knowledge  and  greater  success,"

CHICAGO   --   Dr.    John  T.    Rettaliata,    dean   of   engineering   at 
Illinois    Institute    of    Technology   in  Chicago,    tonight    forecast    an  early 
end    for    the    use    of   the   high-powered   aviation   piston  engine   by    itself, 
both   for   military  and    commercial    applicat ions„ 

In   an   address   before    the    Illinois    Tech   Mechanics    Colloquium, 
Rettaliata   predicted    that    the    gas    turbine   will    be    well    entrenched 
within   five   years    in    the    high-speed   large   commercial    transport    field, 
and  within  ten  years    its    supplanting   of    piston  engines    for  this  use 
should   be    essentially    complete, 

"Already    the    gas    turbine-jet    propulsion    combination    (turbo- 
jet)   has    replaced   the    piston   engine-propeller    arrangement    in   the 
latest   high    speed    military    fighter    planes,"    he    told    his    audience.     "The 
most    recent    bombers    are    also   employing   engines    of    the    turbo-jet    type. 
Several    jet   propelled   fighter    planes    and   a   rocket    research   plane   have 
already   achieved    supersonic    speeds,"

(The  speed  of  sound  at  sea  level  is  760  miles  per  hour;  at 
40,000  feet  altitude  it  is  660  miles  per  hour.   A  speed  below  that  of 
sound  is  referred  to  as  subsonic,  and  above  as  supersonic.) 

While  its  use  will  be  restricted,  the  propeller  will  not 
iisappear  with  the  piston  engine,  according  to  Rettaliata. 

"Gas  turbines  driving  propellers  (turbo-prop  units)  through 
reduction  gears  are  the  best  type  of  aircraft  power  plant  for  moderate 
subsonic  speeds,"  he  said. 

As  flight  speed  is  reduced,  the  propulsion  efficiency  of  jet 
sngines  decreased;  wheras  propeller  efficiency  is  maximum  at  moderate 
speeds  and  falls  off  at  high  speeds,  the  gas  turbine  expert  explained. 

For  speeds  up  to  about  550  miles  per  hour,  propellers  in 
bheir  present  state  will  probably  have  predominant  application.   Even 
vith  further  development,  however,  they  will  not  be  used  on  supersonic 
Dlanes, 

In  the  advanced  supersonic  speed  ranges,  three  types  of 
power  plants  for  propulsion  of  aircraft  are  applicable: 

1.  Turbo-ram- jet  engines  --  where  additional  fuel  is  burned 
in  the  tail  pipe  of  a  turbo-jet  to  increase  the  velocity  of  exhaust 
gas  and  hence  increase  thrust. 

2.  Ram- jet -engines  --  composed  of  a  simple  duct,  the 
Forward  end  of  which  consists  of  a  diffuser  to  slow  down  the  high 
velocity  of  incoming  air  and  increase  its  pressure,  with  the  air  next 
passing  through  a  heating  chamber,  and  finally  expanding  through  a 
rear-duct  nozzle  and  being  emitted  at  high  velocity  to  produce  a 
thrust,

3,   Rocket  engines  --  carrying  their  own  self-contained  fuel 
and  oxygen  and,  therefore,  independent  of  the  earth's  atmosphere. 

"At  supersonic  speeds  with  conventional  fuels  an  airplane 
with  a  ram-jet  engine  would  have  the  longest  range,  but  it  would  have 
to  be  launched  by  some  other  means  since  the  ram-jet  is  not  self- 
starting. 

"The  next  longest  range  could  be  obtained  with  a  turbo-ram- 
jet engine,  which  has  an  additional  advantage  of  producing  a  static 
thrust  for  take-off, 

"The  rocket  engine  will  have  the  shortest  range,  but  will 
give  the  greatest  thrust  per  unit  weights" 

This  latter  feature,  he  explained,  is  the  reason  the  highest 
supersonic  speeds  have  been  made  with  a  plane  employing  rocket 
propulsion. 

"With  atomic  fuels,"  he  stated,  "almost  unlimited  range 
appears  attainable.   Furthermore,  for  a  rocket  power  plant  nuclear 
energy  would  provide  the  greatest  thrust  per  pound  of  fuel  used  per 
second.  " 

He  cautioned,  however,  that  some  time  may  elapse  before  a 
successful  atomic-powered  plane  is  achieved,  as  problems  of  high 
temperature,  heat  transfer,  and  shielding  of  personnel  from  gamma 
rays  and  neutrons  emitted  during  the  fission  process  would  have  to  be 
solved  first. 

Turning  to  the  personal  plane  field,  Dr.  Rettaliata  ex- 
plained that  the  low-power  piston  engine  with  propeller  can  expect  a 
long  life,

"Notwithstanding  some  predictions  to  the  contrary,"  he  said, 
"the  personal  plane  will  not  be  jet-propelled.   Nor  does  it  appear 
likely  that  gas  turbines  driving  propellers  will  be  used  as  power 
plants  for  personal  planes  in  the  near  future.   The  small  sizes  make 
fuel  consumption  prohibitive," 

A  compound  engine,  consisting  of  a  piston  engine  whose 
exhaust  gas  is  supplied  to  a  gas  turbine  and  the  power  from  both 
furnished  to  a  propeller,  has  some  attractive  possibilities  for  the 
future. 

"A  power  plant  of  this  type,"  he  pointed  out,  "will  give 
the  longest  range  at  low  flight  speeds," 

It  might  be  thought,  therefore,  that  such  an  arrangement 
would  perpetuate  the  use  of  the  high-power  piston  engine  and  prevent 
its  predicted  replacement. 

"It  is  believed,  however,  that  the  application  of  such  types 
of  engines  is  limited,  and  the  prophecy  of  the  ultimate  superseding 
jf  piston  engines  by  gas  turbines  for  high  speed  flight  is  valid."

CHICAGO  —  Bids  have  been  submitted  to  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  for  the  construction  of  a  ^675,000  heating  plant,  newest 
structure  in  the  institute's  $15,000,000  development  program,  it  was 
announced  today  by  President  Henry  T,  Heald. 

It  is  expected  that  a  contract  will  be  awarded  within  a 
week.  President  Heald  said. 

Plans  call  for  the  new  heating  plant  and  its  auxiliary  units 
to  be  completed  and  in  operation  by  the  fall  of  1949,   It  will 
eventually  serve  the  entire  100-acre  south  side  campus. 

Seven  carloads  of  boiler  equipment  are  already  on  the  site, 
and  concrete  is  slated  to  be  poured  immediately  after  the  contract  is 
let  so  that  some  equipment  may  be  bolted  down  before  the  onset  of 
severe  weather. 

The  heating  plant  will  be  located  on  Federal  street  near 
35th  street  at  the  extreme  southwest  end  of  the  area  under  development 
as  a  major  scientific  and  technological  research  and  educational 

center.

The  plant  building  will  be  51  ft.  by  56  ft.   Its  53-foot 
height  will  be  dwarfed  by  a  massive  stack  iiambdiately  oouth  of  11  .  19 
feet  in  diameter  at  the  bottom  and  rising  200  feet  in  the  slcy  wi  !:,h  a 
top  diameter  of  7  feet. 

In  line  with  the  north-south  dimension  of  the  plant  and 
south  of  the  stack  will  be  a  brick-walled  co&l  yard  230  ftr  by  55  ft. 

Contract  for  the  construction  of  the  stack  has  been  awarded 
to  the  Consolidated  Chimney  Company  of  Chicago.   The  first  boiler  u.nit , 
capable  of  producing  50.i000  pounds  of  steam  pressure,  was  obtained  as 
war  surplus  from  the  St.  Louis  administrative  center. 

Exterior  of  the  plant  will  be  buff  face  brick  to  conform  to 
the  other  new  campus  buildings  designed  by  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe, 
distinguished  architect  who  heads  Illinois  Tech's  department  of 
architecture . 

The  north  wall  will  be  tile  or  block  construction  to  permit 
easy  extension  and  eventual  installation  of  two  more  boilers  as  the 
campus  grows  and  new  buildings  require  heat  servicing. 

Equipped  with  the  most  modern  mechanical  equipment,  including 
intricate  scales,  the  plant  will  be  used  as  a  laboratory  by  students 
in  the  mechanical  engineering  department  who  will  measure  coal  intake 
and  steam  output. 

Initially,  the  steam  distribution  system  will  tie  in  with 
the  present  heating  plant  in  Main  building  at  33rd  and  Federal  streets. 
Later  the  present  plant  will  be  used  only  as  a  standby, 

A  tunnel  will  run  along  Federal  street  to  34th  to  Dearborn 

and  tie    in  with  the  already-connected  unit  which  includes  Alumni 

Memorial  Hall,  Chemistry  building,  and  Metallurgical  and  Chemical 
Engineering  building.  -more- 


From  Alai.iiii  Hall,  the  line  will  extend  along  32nd  street  to 
a  point  midway  betvkeen  Llichigan  avenue  and  State  street,  the>^e  tri.'icl'^- 
ing  out  to  supply  heat  to  Illinois  Tech's  first  lO-story  apartment 
building  now  under  construction  and  to  Fcwler  Hall,  student  dormitory 
in  use  since  September, 

It  will  eventually  supply  heat  to  the  fraternity  houses 
along  Michigan  avenue  and  to  Farr  Hall  at  33rd  and  Michigan.   At 
present  these  dormitory  and  apartment  units  are  supplied  by  a  separate 
heating  system. 

A  practical  feature  of  the  heatin.^  system  will  be  a  double 
loop  tunnel,  with  the  inner  loop  supplying  educational  and  research 
buildings  and  the  outer  loop  furnishing  heat  for  the  campus  housing 
units. 

Heat  may  be  fed  in  either  direction  on  either  loop,  thereby 
obviating  a  shutdown  in  the  event  of  a  break  at  any  point  in  the 
system.
